According to the laws of Pennsylvania 


all games of chance, of whatever na- 
ture, character, name or elevice, are 
prohibited under severe penaHies and 
are declared to be gambling games. 
I 


will not, therefore, insult the intelli- 
gence of your readers by undertaking- 
to prove that gambling is a crime in 
this commonwealth. 
Gambling has 


been so clearly defined that there is no 
excuse for the commission of the of- 
fence unless the law is willingly or 
carelessly disregarded. And it is only 
permitted in an apathetic community. 
But some persons seek to escape the 
ignominy which is attached to the 
crime by admitting that gambling is a 
crime but denying that the particular 
games in which they indulge come 
within the purview of the law prohib- 
iting gambling. In writing this arti- 
cle I have no desire nor intention to sit 
in judgment on tho^e persons who m'ay 
engage in games of chauce for I am 
fully satisfied that they do so unwit- 
tingly—that is, they do not under- 
stand or consider the nature of gam- 
bling anel consequently are unable to 
distinguish between a game of chance, 
or gambling, anel an innocent game. I 
believe that if a purse of 8100 in g-olcl 
was put up as a stake to be played for 
there would not be ten respectable cit- 
izens in Bedford who would join in the 
game, for their good sense would tell 
them that it would be gambling. 
3Iy 


reason then for writing this article is 
to disabuse the minds of those per- 
sons who are unable to distinguish be- 
tween games which are unlawful and 
those that are innocent. In order to 
make the distinction perfectly plain 
and clear so that no one who honestly 
and sincerely elesires to understand 
the- difference 
can 
in 
any 
man- 


ner be misled. 
I will elivide the sub- 


ject into two parts although they both 
come within the laws against gamb- 
ling (1) Gambling. (S) Lotteries. 


In regard to gambliagi will set forth 


extracts from the laws and give some 
decisions of the courts thereon and last- 
ly make a few explanatory remarks. 
The act cf 1794 prohibits "coek fighting 
as well as cock fights themselves; all 
playing at cards, elice, billarcls, bowls 
shuffle boards or any game of haz/.ard 
or aelelress for money or other valuable 
thing, and also horse racing for any- 
thing of value." On this act the courts 
say, "Our early lawmakers evidently 
considered gambling with cards to be a 
very low and mean species of gaming, 
as they have sandwiched it in the 
above act between cock fighting and 
horse racing." 


Gaming and gambling- are synony 


mous terms in our statutes. 
"A g-ame 


is a thing- played or done. The word 
game embraces every contrivance or in- 
stitution which has for its object to 
furnish sport, recreation or amuse- 
ment, and when a stake i=, laid upon 
the chance of the game it is gambling." 
'•A wager is a bet or stake laid upon 
the result of a game.'1 "The chance— the 
universal acception of a game of chance 
is such a game as is determined entire- 
ly or in part by lot or mere luck." 


I could quote many decisions on this 


poiat but I do not desire to lengthen 
out this article. But to illustrate. A 
game of innocent amusement consists 
of two elements. 
(1) The parties; (2) 


the success or defeat of one or the 
other. There are no bets, no wagers, 
no stakes and no chance, nothing won 
or lost. Oa the other hand the gam- 
bling play has iu aclelition to the above 
two elements iu an innocent game — (1J 
the bet, the wager: (i) the chance; (3) 
the gain or loss of a thing of value. 


ISow test the fashionable game of 


progressive euchre or other games of 
chance-by t^e same rule. In this game 
there is (1) a stake— no matter what it 
may be or bow small the value there- 
of—it makes no difference whether the 
stakes or prizes are bought by one or 
many persons, nor does it matter what 
the name of the game; (2) a bet or 
wager on the result of the game; (3) 
the chance, who shall win or lose a 
thing of value. 


The courts have decided as follows, 


to wit; "Playing carels, quoits, dice and 
other games for drinks, cigars, candy, 
the charges of any game to risk money 
or property upon a contingency of 
chance which, in the nature of things, 
may or may not happen anel whereby 
the oue party will be the- gainer and 
the other the loser; anything which 
induces men to risk money or property 
without any hope of return other than 
to get for nothing any given amount 
from another, are deeineel gambling. " 


All I have written so far relates to 


; lotteries whether public or private, for 
money, goods, wares, or merchauelise, 
chattels, lands etc. or other matters 
or things whatsoever" were eleclareel 
to be common nuisances 
The setting 


up of such lottery is a misdemeanor 
and subjects the offender or offenders 
to severe punishment. Under this act 
the courts have decided that any dis- 
tribution of prizes by chance, amounts 
to an illegal lottery. 
["Commonwealth 


vs Sheriff of Philadelphia.] 


For many years the men engaged in 


these gigantic lottery schemes defied 
the state laws and the courts. And it 
was only when the United States gov- 
ernment throttled the monster by pro- 
hibiting the use of United States mails 
for the transmission of their letters, 
circulars and tickets, and congress im- 
posed very heavy penalties for attempt- 
ing so to use the mails, thatthej' yield- 
ed to the strong and potent moral sen- 
timent of the country. 


SHOOTIXa AND T.iFI LING MATCHES. 
In early ela^-s shooting anel raffling 


matches were very common. 
Expert 


riflemen and sporting men were in the 
habit of meeting at some public place 
several times every year and most gen- 
erally on Christmas and Xew Year's 
day to engage in these games. When 
they had assembled some one of them 
would put up a steer or hog or turkey 
or perhaps a purse of money as a prize 
to be shot for. (All the prizes except 
the rnonev uere valued greatly beyond 
their worth.) After the chances in the 
prize had all been taken then the 
shooting commenced and the party 
-u ho shot nearest to the centre of the 
mark won the prize. 


In the meantime those persons who 


were not expert marksmen engaged in 
raffling matches. 
The same process 


was gone through with as is mention- 
eel above iu regard to the shooting 
match, and when all the chances in the 
prize were taken the'n those persons 
holeling the chances raffled for the 
prize anel the successful party won it. 
Cards and elice were generally used in 
the game, but in whatever way the 
game %vas elecieled it was gambling. In 
fact both of these games were gamb- 
ling pure anel simple. But it speaks 
well for the people, for over half a cen- 
tury ago their moral sentiment utterly 
rooted out both these petty gambling 
amusements. 


As there is g-eneral misapprehension 


in the public mind in regard to the 
scope anel meaning of tbe law against 
al kinds of lotteries, 
I eleem it not 


only proper but essential to protect 
the morals of the young people that the 
subject should be very fully explained. 
This misapprehension is so great and 
widespread that nearly all the agricul- 
tural, firemen's, social anel church fairs 
have been misled anel have unwitting- 
ly violated the law and made them- 
selves amenable to its pains anel penal- 
ties. 


Uneler the law no individual, society 


or association of any kind can sell a 
chance or ticket for any prize, how- 
ever small the value thereof, whether 


These few men made it a rule to be 
present on public occasions no matter 
what or where for tbe express purpose 
of engaging iu a rough and tumble 
fight with someboely—no matter who 
it might be. If no one indicated a ele 
sire to fight they woulel throw down a 
challenge to fight any person present 
anel if that was not sufficient to induce 
some one to take up the challege they 
would strike some one so as to start a 
fight. These men were brutal in their 
instincts anel were only one elegree 
above the brutes. Biting off noses or 
ears anel ffouging out eyes were not un- 
usual. 


Happily public opinion has crushed 


out all such brutal exhibitions. The 
only extenuation for this brutality lies 
in the fact that these men were more 
or less under the influence of fighting 


hiskey. And this. I say, because on 


oi.e occasion I heard a elrunkea man 
challenge the whole town of Schells- 
Liui-ff to fight him and ia order to terri- 
fy the population he eleclareel he had 
never been whipped in his life. Some 
one jocularly inciuireel whether he had 
ever hael a fight with any one anel he 
replied that he had not. So it was 
evident that his courage was inspired 
by an over close of whiskey. 
In con 


dueling this article I desire to say that 
many, very many of my dear relatives 
and frienels differ widely wi'h me on 
this subject and frequently engage in 
these chance games, and therefore I 
eleclare that I have ao intention or 
wish to wound their feelings but what 
I say is from a sense of duty to them. 
A member of a church is a missionary, 
or should be, and what he knows to be 
right he should declare and what he 
knows to be wrong he should condemn 
without respect to persons. With this 
explanation I wiil proceed. 


1 appeal tr> the candor, the virtue, the 


bmcerit}' and the honest}7 of my reael- 
era to read this article carefully, con- 
bielerately anel reflectively. I venture 
my opinion as a lawyer based oa the 
law anel the decisions of the courts 
tlieeron that all persons who engage 
in any game of chance, whether with 
cards', dice or other elevice under what-

anel a prize playeel for, no matter how

or in a fair or a festival where a 
chance or a ticket for a prize is sold, 
ao matter how small the value thereof,

Accoreling to 


my c '-.ervauon card playing has a 
teneli'i jy to make those who indulge

churc'i duties, to gratify their own 
sweet pleasure. 


Again I have ao right to say aael I 


will not say that card players are not 
spiritual, but this I will say—that I 
have observed that all card players 


_-ow less and less spiritual in tbe ratio 


of their indulgence therein. 
I have 


heard persons who play progressive 
euchre, which is a ohance aad a prize 


• that their conscience eliel not 


reprove 
them and therefore 
they 


thought there was no harm in the 
games. 
But they forget that con- 


science "without spiritual illumina- 
tion is, a false guide" (Acts 33-1 and 20 
9) and that the conscience by repeated 
acts of disobedience to Gods laws 
can be hardened, "can 
he seared 


as with a hot iron." 
(1st Tim. 4-3)

the crime of gamblin 
Now I will locate it. 


From 1S35 to 1350 there were some 


half dozen of professional gamblers 
residing in Bedford who possessed 
all the 
necessary 


phernalia who in the suwonderfujis- 
on were largely reinforcedde by Dr.rs 
from some of the large cities. "T\PCre 
were also a few estimable citizens who 
were amateur card players. They did 
not follow it as a business, but they 
cleverly managed to lose all their sur- 
plus cash in playing wit i these expert 
gamblei s. I remember when a boy 


- 
' '" 
' ad 
hearing freejuently that Mr. A. hai 
lost 8100, that Mr. B had lost SSOO or 
that Mr. C had lost 8300 etc., the night 
before at a gambling table. It has 
been saiel that a worm will turn oa you 
if you tread upon it. So in these cases 
several parties who were literally 
robbed of their money brought suit to 
recover it. This course of action anel 
the death of a few resielent gamblers 
broke up the entire business in Beel- 
ford. 


LOTTERIES. 


I will not describe this iniejuitous 


and demoralizing system of gambling 
which at one time was prevalent 
throughout the whole country. The 
provincial government of Pennsylvania 
as early as 170'} enacted a law for their 
suppression. 
In 1833 the legislature 


passed an act lor the entire abolition 
of lotteries. In 1347 another act was 
passed excluding the lotteries of any 
other state of the United States or else- 
where. And by the act of 1800 "all 


it be merchandise, eatables, chattels 
or lands without being concerned in a 
gambling business. I know very well 
that these good people do these things 
under the impression that they are in- 
nocent anel commendable amusements. 
But, alas, they are not. They are the 
trail of the olel serpent. 


To elucidate the matter I will now 


mcatioa two concrete cases which oc- 
curred witlim the last year. A mem- 
ber of a church in Philadelphia con- 
veyed to the church a house and lot in 
that city. The congregation in order 
to realise a great eloal more than the 
real value of the property concluded to 
get up a lottery at SI per ticket. After 
several thousand tickets had been sold 
the attention ot the district attor- 
ney of Philadelphia was called to tbe 
gambling lottery. 
He then notified 


the church authorities that they were 
violating the laws of tbe common- 
wealth against lotteries anel unless the 
lottery uas at once witheliawn and 
the money refunded to the purchasers 
of tickets, they woulel be piosecuteel. 
The church, as soon as they learned 
that they «ere guilty of violating the 
laws, withdrew the lottery and re- 
funded the money. I am fully satis- 
fied that these people had no thought 
or intention to disobey the law. 


Anel within the last year a music deai- 


er opened a store in Bedford and begaa 
to sell lottery tickets for certain small 
musical instruments which were sold 
by small town boys on the streets to 
aelult persons, perhaps none of them 
knowing that they were violating the 
laws of the state. 
Having met with 


considerable success in disposing of 
many of his small musical instruments 
he concludeel tobraacbjout and sell tick- 
ets for a piano, expecting to realize 
through the lottery about twice its ac- 
tual va ue. 
Accidentally I heard of 


this attempted violation of the law and 
I called on District Attorney Simon 
Sell and requested him to notify the 
party that unless he desisted from this 
gambling game he would be prose 
cuteel. 
Mr. Sell promptly sent the 


in general, constable to notify him anel immedi- 


ately he withdrew the prize and soon 
after left the town. Mr. Sell deserves 
great commendation for his prompti- 
tude 'a the matter. 


COCK FIGHTS. 


Cock fights, a species of gambling 


game was also prohibited by law anel 
a penalty of S3 for each offence was 
imposed. 
The game was generally 


managed by the same low class who 
participateel in gambling and horse 
racing for mono}' and oftentimes by 
boys who generally imitate what they 
see men do. Cock fighting was a com-

conscience void of offence toward Bod 
and toward man ' (Acts 24-10) when his 
laws, are violated daily. May I ask, do 
these persons ask the Holy Spirit for 
lighten the subject'.' Why I have fre- 
quently heard those pot-sons who play 
cards in season and out of season call- 
eel • caret fiends," Most certainly this 
appellation is anything but compli- 
mentary. 
\Yitbtbisfui-tber remark 


that selfish people before they can get 
an entrance into heaven must leave 
their selfishness behinel—now ia a good 
time to begin tbe change. Then again, 
to obtain aelmission to the eternal 
home of bliss aad joy, a person must be 
spiritual—and how caa a persoa grow 
spiritual where the tendency of a per- 
son's every day life is to make him or 
her less an! less spiritual. 


I am of th3 opinion that maay of the 


professional gamblers learned their 
tirst lession ia gambling under the 
roofs of their own parents aael in fash- 
ionable society. I shudder at the fear- 
ful weight of responsibility 
which 


must rest upon those persons, who, 
perhaps, unwittingly have been con- 
tributory in sending so many youn~ 
souls aelrift into eternity.

It is indeed fortunate that this condi- 


tion exists, for without these amuse- 
ments and without their appreciative 
patronage, the park would not have 
grown to such wonderful proportions.

After being confined to the house for 


about six weeks, Dr. Alexander J. Bow- 
ser died suddenly Wednesday morning at 
-t o'clock, of heart failure; aged 43 years, 
four months and 15 days. 


Dr. Bowser was the only son of David

Schellshurg, November 11, 1SG2. His 
parents afterwaid moved to Schellshurg 
where he received his education under 
Prof. W. K. Vaughn, a once-famous 
teacher of the county.

Culler, of Trinity Lutheran church, after 
which the icmains will be taken to St.

schedule with force. 


During the course of his remarks he 
read the following extract from a letter 
written by Speaker Cinnon: 


"I am satisfied that there will be no 


tariff revision during this session of 
congress, but it goes without saying 
that the desire for a change which ex- 
ists in the common mind will drive 
the Republican party, if continued in 
power, to. a tariff revision. I do rot 
wint it, but it will come in the not 
distant future." 


The reading of this letter caused so 


much comment that Speaker Cinnon 
issued a statement in which he said 
that it would not be practicable to 
change oie or a few schedules; that a 
complete revision must be made or 
none. He concludes his statement as 
follows: 


"Congrjss reflects the will of the 


people, and the house of representa- 
tives 
is chosen 
every two years. 


Thsre will be a general congressional 
election next Novembsr. Oar friends-, 
the enemy, insist on an immediate re- 
vision of the tariff. If a majority of 
the people demand immediate general 
revision, they will elect a majority cf 
the msmbars of this house in favor of 
immediate general revision." 


This is the keynote of the ccmicg 


campaign so far as congressmen are 
concerned; TARIFF is THE ISSUE. la 
these latter years the people have had 
their eyes opened; they have seen the 
working of wheels within wheels; the 
reciprocal matcenvres of the trusts 
and congressmen—how that the trusts 
furnish the funds and the lawmakers 
furnish tariff and the people pay the 
fiddler.

Tho woild will sot1 other sea fights, 


'out IIL'^ or uiiu like this, so close, so 
swift and «ith so much in it of ths 
personal element. And what may be 
called the pjee of the battle, the swift- 
ness with whkh incident follows inci- 
dent, is almost without a parallel In 
the hktory of war. The first gun was 
tired at 12.lu; at 12:22, or only seven 
minutes after the French guns opened 
on him, Colllngwood, with the British 
ships nearest to him, was through tha 
enemy's Ime. 


Only one brief minute later, or at 


12:23 by the log of the Euryalus, Nel- 
son is in the light, and is pouring hig 
first dreadful broadside into the stern 
of Villeueuve's flagship. Two minutes 
later the French and Spanish topmasts 
begin to fall. 
At 1:32, or sixty-seven 


minutes after the first gun was fired, 
Blackwood reports "the center and rear 
of enemy's line to be hard pressed in 
action," The fate of the battle is prac- 
tically settled.

ANTIQUE SEVRES. 


Yon Cnn Always Distinguish the Gen- 


uine Ijy Its Gilding. 


False Sevres m the bric-a-brac shops 


is offered as genuine by "reputable 
dealers" in London and Paris as well 
as in New York. It Is old, it Is true, 
bnt only as old as the "restoration" in 
France, although the marks would indi- 
cate a much earlier and better period. 
The counterfeits may usually be de- 
tected by the surface of the gilding. 
In the real it was burnished in lines 
by means of metal nails with rounded 
points, which vrcre set In a piece of 
wood. 


The Imitations of later date than the 


real have been burnished in a similar 
manner, but with aa agate. 
It re- 


quired considerably more force to ob- 
tain a bright surface by the ancient 
method than by the use of the agate 
point; hence the burnished lines in the 
genuine ware are perceptibly sunken, 
while in the counterfeit ware they are 
flush with the general surface of the 
gilding. 
There are other means of 


"spotting"' the imitations, such as the 
inexact copying of tho marks which 
have served since 1703 to denote the 
date of fabrication, and the use ol 
chrome green, which was not discov- 
ered until 1802, but the test of the 
burnished parts of the gilding Is the 
easiest for the ordinary buyer.—New 
York Herald.

ators declare that thare is no reason 
fcr federal interference; 
they rely 


upon their own statement of facts for 
their justification and the president re- 
plies as both parties seem determined 
to let them fight to a finish. The gen- 
eral feeling is one of fearful apprehen- 
sion; men who have been dependent on 
their daily labor to earn the'.r daily 
bread will soon be brought to the point 
where hunger asserts its sway and the 
cry of wife and children will not be 
put aside. 


We are standing at present oa a bar- 


rel of dynamite; a single thoughtless 
act may cause an explosion fraught 
with danger and death. It's fearful to 
think that any tody of civilizsd men, 
born and brought up under the insti- 
tution of law tnd order can sit quietly 
down and discuss in detail, the blow- 
ing up of a house by some infernal ma- 
chine or weakening a gigantic derrick 
which will kill the con-union men at- 
tempting to employ it, yet we have the 
sworn confession of two of these black 
assassins who are hired expressly to 
murder. Where shall we look for the 
prophet who can restore perfect peace 
to this distracted land! 
It is not a 


season of want, abundant prosperity 
would bless us if these vexed questions 
could be settled forever. To me there 
seems bnt one way by which that set- 
tlement can be affected and that is by 
an Equitable division of the prcfUa of 
labor and capital. Libor is the crea- 
tor, capital the promoter and support- 
er.

This question whici seems so very 
plain, is really the most difficult of Ex- 
ecution, and if any man living can 
create a plan by which both parties 
shall be satisfied with thiir conditioos, 
he shall have not only earned the bless- 
ings of the millions that DOW exist but 
his name will be sainted by hundreds 
of millions yet to be.

The Way the Golden Fruit I» Han- 


dled In California. 


The things one soes in an orange 


packing house are a pleasure to tha 
eye, delightful to the olfactories and 
when the local manager or overseer Is 
a generous and indulgent person, also 
most excellent to the taste. The oper- 
ations are quiet and simple, but sys- 
tematic, and carried on by nil possible 
mechanical and automatic devices foi 
the saving of labor and effectiveness 01 
service. 


At one end of a long building the or 


anges are unloaded from the vans. A' 
the other end, a few minutes later, they 
are snugly ensconced in a railway car 
ready at the door to begin its long jour 
uey eastward. Between these points 01 
exit and entrance much has been dona 
in a quick and quiet way. First the or 
anges are gently dumped into a recep 
tacle, whence they are carried on a bel 
or moving platform to an upper part ot 
the building, where they pass slowly 
along before a group of workers, who 
pick out the culls or imperfect fruil 
and drop them into chutes for disposi 
tion elsewhere. The other oranges are 
allowed to pass on down an Incline to 
the separators, in the meantime their 
weight being taken and registered au- 
tomatically as they move along. 


The 
separators 
consist 
of 
long 


troughs with slits or openings of va 
rying widths at the bottom, through 
which the oranges drop, according to 
their sizes, as they are carried along 
thus separating themselves into the 
three grades by which they are known 
to the market. These grades are based 
on size and are known as "standard,1 
the smallest; "choice," the next in rank 
and "fancy," the largest of all. 


As they separate themselves and drop 


from the moving belt the oranges run 
down in golden streams by little side 
chutes to a small canvas platform or 
box, whence they are removed by the 
nimble fingers of the packers, usually 
young women, wrapped in soft paper 
and placed in boxes for final shipment 
An expert packer will fill from eighty 
to ninety boxes per day. Prom these 
busy young women the boxes are care- 
fully trundled to a nearby bench or ta 
ble, where other employees deftly nai 
and close up the open side. One more 
turn by other ready hands, and the fln 
ished boxes are passed into a car 
drawn on a convenient siding, where 
carefully secured and piled to the roof 
they are seen no more until they reach 
the great distributing centers In the 
eastern markets.—La Salle A. Maynart 
In Leslie's Weekly. 


GREAT VOYAGERS. 


AH a General Rnle, They Came From 


the Smaller Countries. 


Portugal Is a small country, with a 


laud area one-third less than the state 
of New York, but it has turned out in 
Its time celebrated navigators, Cabrol 
aud Da Souza amoug them. 


It is a somewhat peculiar circum- 


stance In the history of ocean naviga- 
tion that the chief navigators of Eu- 
rope have usually been natives of 
minor kingdoms and without the ad- 
vantages which would naturally accrue 
to a representative of one of the larger 
governments. 


Christopher 
Columbus, as- every 


schoolboy knows, was a native of 
Genoa at the time when the Italian 
peninsula was subdivided among nu- 
merous 
petty 
governments. 
John 


Cabot was a Venetian, who sailed to 
tho service of England, as Columbus 
had sailed in the service of Spam. 
Amerigo Vespucci was a Florentine, 
who sailed originally in the service of 
Spam and afterward transferred him 
self to the Portuguese service and 
then went back to the Spanish service 
for a second time. 


Vitus Bering, after whom Bering 


strait was called, was a Dane by 
birth, who served under the naval 
flag of Russia. Magellan, after whom 
Magellan strait was named, was a na- 
tive of Alemtejo, in Portugal, and was 
the first to complete the circumnaviga- 
tion of the globe, In 1522. 


Verazzaui was a Florentine, whose 


voyages of discovery were undertaken 
under the protection of the flag of 
France. 
Hondrlk Hudson was an 


Englishman, and it seems surprising to 
many persons In this day familiar with 
the pre-eminence of England as a marl- 
time nation that he should have been 
in the service of the government of 
Holland when he discovered Manhat- 
tan Island. 


Frankliu the Citizen. 


Franklin was particular about the 


way of doing business. He was par- 
ticular about the way In which he 
made his money. When he first start- 
ed his newspaper In Philadelphia hlfl 
rival was Bradford, who In addltiofl 
to publishing a paper was postmaster 
general of the colonies. Bradford used 
his authority as postmaster general to 
practically exclude Franklin's papers 
from the mall by forbidding the post 
riders to carry them. Franklin short- 
ly after succeeded Bradford as post- 
master general. Here was the oppor- 
tunity to builj a monopoly and crush 
his old rival, but the thought never 
seems to l>nve entered his head that 
the newspaper business of the colonies 
belonged to him. He says of Bradford 
in his attempt to crush Franklin's 
newspaper, "I thought so meanly of: 
him for It that when I afterward came 
into his situation I took care never to 
imitate blm."—American Illustrated' 
Magazine. 


BUGS OF THE ORIENT 


WHERE THEY COME FROM AND HOW 


TO JUDGE THEM. 


1 Few Facts Tlmt Will Be of Value 


to Those Who Anticipate llnylnsr or 
Who Are Interested In These Protl- 
notH of the Looms of tltc East. 
The question of antiques in oriental 


tugs should be dismissed from the 
midd in purchasing rugs for ordinary 
uses. Among recent importations, In 
carpet sizes, there are hardly any an- 
tiques in the true sense of the word. 
Eeal antiques that have found their 
way to this country have been secured 
by private collectors who were alive to 
the worth of such pieces long before 
the general public showed any sign of 
appreciating the beauty and the charm 
of the products of the oriental looms. 


Of such luclty collectors there are 


many In this country who could today 
realize a handsome profit on their mod- 
est Investment of several years ago. 
Even today, provided one knows some- 
thing of comparative values in rugs 
or is advised by an expert, there is no 
safer thing to purchase than a good 
oriental rug. Any other article in tho 
household will depreciate In value in 
time. It is only a good oriental rug 
that not only keeps Its beauty but 
actually grows more beautiful by use, 
always provided, however, that one 
bought with discretion and that tha 
rugs do not receive too hard Usage, in 
which case the nap will wear out be- 
fore light and air have done their work 
in toning down its colors and giving 
the rug a silky effect. 


It must be understood that in the 


countries where oriental rugs are made 
they are treated with more considera- 
tion and care than we accord to them 
in the existing conditions of our mod- 
ern life. First of all, the number of 
rugs used on walls, sofas, etc., far ex- 
ceed those used on the floor, and the 
latter do not get any harder wear than 
those used on couches, from the fad 
that in the oriental countries people in- 
variably walk over the'rugs with soft 
slippers or bare feet The native meth- 
od of cleaning the rug, which is very 
simple, also has much to do with prov- 
ing the truth of the statement that "ori- 
ental rugs do not wear out." 


Oriental rugs are classified accord- 


Ing to the country where they are 
made, the names Turkish, Persian 
Caucasian, Indian, etc., denoting the 
nationality of the rug, so to speak 
Then again they are reclassifled with 
respect to the district or town where 
they are actually woven. 
It Is this 


designation which gives oriental rugs 
the names by which they are known In 
the market, and this designation alouo 
conveys the idea of value and charac 
ter. For Instance, to say a rug is Per 
slan is to say very little. One Persian 
rug may be ten times the value of'an 
other Persian rug of the same size 
But when we say Mosoul, or Herman 
then at once we kuow very nearly their 
comparative value and distinction. The 
best rugs are imported from Persia 
Persians are the oldest and most skill 
ful rug weavers In the world. In fact 
we might safely say that all other 
countries who send us the product of 
their looms are simply imitators. 


Some of the best known Persian 


rugs In this country are Kerman, Goe 
ravan, Tabriz, Sultanabad and Khoras 
san. 


Kermans.—The principal features o, 


these rugs, which distinguish them 
from others, are their soft, neutral 
dainty colors, the prevalence of flora 
designs In their pattern, a glossy sheen 
and a short cut pile. These rugs rep 
resent the highest standard of the ar 
of rug weaving ever achieved. The; 
are the favorite rugs on the marke 
today and are generally used for par 
lors and other rooms where the schem 
of decoration calls for light and sof 
effects in the floor covering. 


Goeravan.—Next In popularity in Per 


sian rugs come Goeravan, or Serapi. I 
Is easy to recognize this type. A bold 
medallion, bright colors and lack oi 
detail work in the pattern are their 
characteristic marks. For a medium 
priced, good wearing rug for library 
or dining room I cannot recommend 
anything better than a good Goeravan. 
They, however, vary a good deal In 
texture; hence care ought to be exer 
clsed in selecting them. 


Tabriz.—lu point of texture and du 


rability Tabriz are probably the bos 
rugs made, but from a decorative poin 
of view they lack all the desired tea 
tares of Kermans. Colors are crude 
designs too exact and outlines toi 
sharp. The very firmness of the weave 
and formation of the pile preclude thi 
wool from taking on gloss. The city 
of Tabriz, by its proximity to Turkish 
and Russian frontiers, has lent its rug 
Industry to outside Influence more 
readily, and this Is plainly seen In its 
too formal design and the quality of 
the dyes. 
Nevertheless some of the 


Tabriz reproductions of old master 
pieces, both lu silk and wool, are 
among the best works of art knportec 
to this country. Both for their Inde 
structlbility and their colorings Tabriz 
rugs are more suited for libraries, din 
ing rooms and halls. 


Sultanabad.—This rug is called after 


the city of that name, one of the prin 
cipal rug centers of Persia. Bugs woven 
here are known In our country under 
the names of Sultanabad, Hushkabad 
and Savalan. There Is no appreciable 
difference between them. Of these rugs 
might be said more than of any other 
oriental rug that they lack the true 
oriental sentiment. Commercial consid- 
eration has overruled the aesthetic in- 
clination of the weaver, and the result 
Is that Sultanabads and others of the 
same family do not commend them- 
selves to the cultivated taste of lovers 
of oriental rugs. As to the practlca: 
merits of the rugs, I would not recom- 
mend them for places where their wear- 
Ing qualities are liable to be heavily 
taxed. Unlike the rugs of better grade,

the colors lu them do not improve with 
age; quite the contrary. 


Kliornssim.—It is natural to expect 


that in a country like Tersia, where 
transportation facilities are still of tbe 
primitive kind aud people are averse ti> 
traveling, populations hi different dis- 
tricts will retain their exclusive local 
stiiiup, anil their handicraft shows 
murks of the s.imc ariiwtic tempera- 
ment and the effect of geographical 
conditions from century to i-eutury. 
This is particularly true in the case of 
rugs made in the province of Khoras- 
nau. The sheep aud the goats here pro- 
duce a remarkably soft aud silky wool. 
This fact and the loose formation of 
the nap are responsible for the fact 
that Khorassan rugs are always soft 
to the touch aud silky in appearance. 
In the matter of pattern also these 
rugs are easily distinguishable. The 
border is almost always formed by nu- 
merous narrow strips, sometimes more 
than twelve, all blending together har- 
moniously. There is a bold and sharp- 
ly formed medallion on a plain center 
and corners to match. 


While this province has produced and 


still produces some of the choicest 
pieces of the oriental art, tbe average 
moieru importation of Kliorass..:i rugs 
is devoid of the merits and intrinsic 
value of the old specimens. 


The name of iieshed is sometimes 


freely given to these ruas by dollars, 
who often show more eiuerpi1, - thau 
knowledge in the matter. 
Meshed 


rugs are distinct from Khorassan prop- 
er. 
They are made iu the flty or 


neighborhood of Jlesiied, the capital of 
Khorassau, aud are better rugs. 


Besides these more important ones, 


there are other species of rugs made in 
Persia uud Turkey, both large and 
small. 
These few facts, however, 


which are given above for the benefit 
of your renders, will not fail to be of 
sou,e advantage to those who antici- 
pated buyiug or who arc interested in 
oriental rugs generally. 


Of more practical value to the aver- 


age buyer is, however, tho question of 
quality rather than kind. Few people 
know how difficult It Is today to pro- 
cure oriental rugs of real merit, rep- 
resenting in all respects all the best 
known qualities of the ancient art. 
Unless full confidence Is reposed In a 
dealer or the service of au expert is 
availed of it is becoming a risky en- 
terprise to invest any large sum in 
these commodities. 


The practice of washlug rugs with 


preparations of lime, etc., to reduce 
the bright colors of the modern rug; 
has douc much to shake the faith of 
the Informed public in these goods, of 
once undoubted merit. 
It Is arguec 


that if an application of such chemica' 
solutions is strong ououi;h to affect the 
surface of the pile It may be strong 
enough to penetrate Its warp and weft 
which, once affected, will sooner or lat- 
er result in the decay of the textile 
fabric...-ilft'us the life of tbe rug is 
practically endangered for the sake of 
bringing It into a stricter harmony 
with the requirements of a modern 
decorative scheme. 


Another ingenious practice often in- 


dulged in by certain dealers Is that of 
dyeing them with paint and brush, in- 
troducing desirable hues and substitut 
ing certain common tints with colors 
more sought after, such as green, rose 
etc. These practices are too recent to 
furnish sufficient data to form au opin 
iou as to their ultimate effect ou rugs 
so treated, but they emphasize the need 
of extreme care ou the part of purebas 
ers lu the selection of their rugs. The 
wisest ns well as the safest course 
would be, especially when costly pieces 
are under consideration, to secure the 
services of a disinterested party whose 
knowledge can be relied upon. 


There is no doubt that with due care 


both in buying and in using them ori 
ental rugs will still be found worthy 
of the high reputation wliirti they have 
uniformly enjoyed as the standard o: 
excellence ami worth.—II. Miclmelyan 
in New York Time-*.

The mot ancient receptacles of wlno 


tvere formed ot" rnhiial bides. These 
must be almost a?, old as wine itself, 
for there certainly would have been 
very 'ittle use in expressing tbe juice 
ijf the grape and ailowiag it to ferment 
unless there had been vessels of some 
sort to contain it. E\eii it* stored in 
underground cisterns, as is still done 
in southern Europe, bottle* would be 
required for canym-,' tbe liquid on 
.•journeys or evon i'or consuming it at 
iittine. rreqiK'iit meat'on is made of 
M ,L bottles in ancient literature. At a 
lud^t 1:1 the Lqu,.3 m iba "Iliad" the 
s-ervanN are de-cribud as be'irms wine 
K-on tbeir sbouluers iu a bottle of goat- 
-kin. from \\iilui tbe goblets of the 
guests were i.hed. 


Throughout the interior of Spain 


wine is still convened from place to 
place ia bottles made of goat &• pig 
skin identical in every respect with tbe 
description given by Herodotus, says 
tne Chicago Chronicle. It will doubtless 
be remembered that in the venta on 
the Sierra Morena Don Quixote's room 
was bung n round with the->e cueros 
aud that the doughty knight, mistaking 
them for the luyrmiuons of a wicked 
enchanter, 
valiantly 
attacked 
them 


with his sword until tbe room was 
inch deep in red wi-ie flowing from tbe 
gashes made in tbe sl;ius. 


In Portugal and Greece tbese skin 


bags are also u^t-d for tbe conveyance 
of wine, as they are much more porta- 
ble than any other sort of vessel, es- 
pecially 
in a 
mountainous 
district, 


^here they have to be borne by mules. 
These leathern bottles have a peculiar 
interest, for in make and material they 
couuect the viniculture of today with 
its origin iu the unknown past. They 
are survivals vhidi have floated down 
to us on the sm\un of time unaffected 
by centuries of age. 


A leathern bottle capable of holding 


ail armed man v.'uuld seem today too 
unwieldy for practical purposes, but 
there is evidence ilia** many of tbose 
used by the Romans were of still great- 
er dimensions. 
Among tbe ruins of 


tbe ai:c-ient city of Pompeii a mural 
picture has been discovered represent- 
ing an enormous skin bag on a wine 
cart -tth.ch i* being borne along by 
a machine shaped like a boat. 
Two 


men were drawing the wine off into 
amphorae. In order to gain populari- 
ty a Roman politician would occasion- 
ally dole out wine ^ hole-vile to tbe 
clients whose favor he courted, and 
this picture probably portrays the con- 
veyance on which tbe wine skin wag 
borne through the streets and tbe men 
engaged in circulating it. 


The coronation ceremony of Ptolemy 


Philadelphia excelled iu pomp and pag- 
eantry every pnx'fs-^ion recorded In 
history, not evon excepting the trium- 
phant progress with nhidi Alexander 
tbe Great celebrated his escape from 
the deserts of Getlros.a. Perhaps tbe 
object of Phila<le!p;:iis was so to daz- 
zle his subjects t!iat ibey should forget 
Ihe domestic crimes with which be In- 
augurated 
ui& accent to tbe tbrone. 


The cost of the prutvsMon is estimated 
at over $riUMM.» 01' American money. 
It lasted tbe whole day, being opened 
by the ligure of tbe morning star and 
closed with that of Hesperus. 


Eighty thousand troops, cavalry and 


infantry, ciad in gorgeous uniforms, 
marched past. Although the festival 
was held in winter owing to the deli- 
cious Egyptian climate, abundance of 
fresh grapes were provided on one of 
the vehicles of tbe procession and a 
vintage scene faithfully represented. 
To the sound of tbe flute and song six- 
ty satyrs under tbe superintendence of 
Silenus, bearing bis symbolic cantha- 
rus, trod out the grapes aud flooded the 
streets with foaming must. 


Perhaps not tbe least appreciated 


part of the show was a car thirty-sev- 
en feet long by twenty-one feet broad, 
bearing a gigantic uter made of leop- 
ard hides and containing 3,000 ampho- 
rae of wine. As the Greek amphora ia 
equivalent to eight imperial gallons, 
the liquid contained in the uter would 
have equaled the enormous quantity of 
24,000 gallons. 


The sides must have been strength- 


ened with some material stronger than 
leather to enable the skins to resist the 
pressure of such a weight of liquid. As 
the car mo*>ed along in tbe stately pro- 
cession tbe wine was allowed slowly to 
flow from it so that the thirsty multi- 
tude could fill their drinking vessels as 
it passed. 


The scholastic Latin term for a wine 


skin is uter, but the colloquial word 
used was butis, aud thus a small skin 
•was the diminutive buticula.

SOURCES OF MEDICINES. 


Wliat VarionN Dragx" Look Like In 


Their Crude State. 


Upon going Into a pharmacy 
and 


looking over the mysterious jars and 
bottles and boxes that Hue the shelves 
did you ever wonder where on earth 
all of the drugs canie from and how 
they appeared before they were ground 
up and made Into oils or dried or pul- 
verized or crystallized into queer shap- 
ed lumps? Bach jar and box seems to 
hide some secret which you Immediate- 
ly become curious to solve. How many, 
different lands do they represent? And 
after they leave the jars that hold 
them now what are they made Into? 


Who, for example, would connect a 


great pile of dry, thin twigs neatly tied 
Into small bundles with sarsaparilla? 
These twigs are the creeping roots and 
rootlets of a prickly shrub that grows 
in Jamaica, and they are worth from 
10 cents to 50 cents a pound. 


Somewhat similar in appearance is 


ipecacuanha, which also comes to us 
In dry twigs, which are part of the 
trailing root of a plant found In the 
damp forests of Brazil. 


These roots receive no preparation 


save drying before they are shipped off 
to the United States. They are packed 
in large sacks, aud the workmen who 
open the bales must beware of breath- 
ing the pungent, irritating dust given 
off aud which is productive of unpleas- 
ant results if incautiously inhaled. 


Castor oil, too, is hard to recognize 


In the pretty little brown beans spot- 
ted with black and with polished skins 
that arrive in bags from India. They 
look far too attractive to suggest the 
much hated dose of our early days. 


Aloes, the base of many nauseous 


medicines, may be seen in Its crude 
form 
as a solid 
mass 
resembling 


brown sealing wax, packed in heavy 
wooden boxes, from which it is chipped 
out in flakes with a chisel and hammer. 


It is of different qualities and prices, 


according to whether it comes from 
Arabia, Socotra or the West Indies, 
and may bring any sum from $-1 to 
$45 per hundredweight. Aloes is the 
juice of the big lleshy leaves of the 
plant of that name. This Juice is press- 
ed or evaporated from the leases and 
poured into chests or kegs in a semi- 
fluid state, hardening presently Into 
a solid block. Not infrequently it is 
inclosed in. the dry skins of monkeys 
and in this strange form brought to 
market. 


One of the most interesting of drugs 


is opium, both on account of its awful 
potency and by reason of its great 
value. A case of opium, about 225 
pounds, is worth $400, roughly. 
The 


case is of rough deal, lined with tin, 
and contains a number of soft, dark 
lumps, like large handfuls of dough, 
packed very 
closely together in a 


quantity of dry, chaffy seeds. 


The'opium which reaches America is 


of two qualities, one for medicine, the 
other for smoking, and comes from 
Persia and Asia Minor, China and 
India. 


Another costly and all important 


drug is quinine, which arrives in its 
crude form as large slices of bark, 
packed either flat or in "quills"—that 
Is, curled round upon Itself like a roll. 
—Philadelphia North American. 


The Ocean's Temperature. 


The extreme range of temperature in 


the ocean never exceeds 52 degrees P., 
yet temperature has played a more im- 
portant part in the distribution of ma- 
rine organisms than In that of the air 
jreathiug and warm blooded animals 
of the land. The surface waters of the 
ocean have five well marked tempera- 
ture areas—an arctic and antarctic cir- 
cumpolar belt with a small range and 
a low temperature, 
a circumtropical 


jelt with a small range aud a high tem- 
perature and two intermediate areaa 


ith large annual ranges of tempera- 


:ure. Vertically, the ocean may be di- 
vided into the superficial region, ex- 
tending down to about 100 fathoms, 
and the deep sea. The surface region, 
especially near the land, has a variety 
of conditions and an abundant fauna 
and flora, but plant life Is absent iu the 
uniform conditions of the deep sea, al- 
though animal life is abundant. The 
warm surface waters of the tropics 
have many species, but relatively few 
.ndlvlduals, while the reverse is true 
.n colder regions. Dr. John Murray ac- 
counted for all the various facts in 
marine life distribution by supposing 
that in early geological times the whole 


lobe had a uniform climate and au 


almost universal fauna and flora. The 
coral reefs of the arctic circle in the 
paleozoic period were probably formed 
when the water had a temperature of 
about TO degrees F. 


Poison u Blessing?. 


Strangely anomalous as it may ap- 


pear, the existence of active poisons 
[u the animal, vegetable, nud mineral 
kingdoms of nature has done more for 
the development of modem civilized 
mau than have all the other innocuous 
elemental things which aboriginal man 
found to his hand. These active poi- 
sons were man's flrst stimulus to first 
adaptation of poison to the uses of 
man. 
The aborigiue found himself at 


once the lumter aud the hunted of cre- 
ation. Whether as hunter or the hunt- 
ed, he was a pygmy compared with 
many of the carnivorous beasts in his 
environment. 
He saw that, whereas 


nls own considerable physical force 
and power were as nothing to some of 
these creatures, the fang of the ser- 
pent was all compelling. Where the 
poisonous serpent struck with poison- 
ed fang and killed its quarry he saw 
[t eat without discomfort or injury. 
To kill his own food through the venom 
of the serpent must have been one of 
man's flrst elaborated mental 
proc- 


isses. 
As this aborigine applied the 


venom of the serpent to his arrow and 
later blended It with the poisons of the 
vegetable world be may be said to 
have grown In mental stature.—Tech- 
nical World Magazine. 


The Indestructible Tooth. 


The temple at Yakadama, Japan, con- 


tains a wonderful relic in the shape of 
a tooth which, tradition says, one of 
the gods pulled from his jaw in ordei 
to have a weapon with which to dis- 
patch an immense cobra. Years ago, 
according to the tradition, after the 
tooth had been worshiped by heathen 
devotees for centuries, a change of sen- 
timent took place in regard to the relic 
It was declared to be a fraud and was 
accordingly ground to a powder and 
then thrown into the river, lint the 
particles came together, so the priests 


say, 
and again formed themselves into 


a perfect tooth, which was found as 
perfect as before the ordeal, quietly re- 
posing in the bed of the river. After 
tMs miracle the "temple of the sacred 
tooth," which had also been destroyed 
by the unbelievers, was rebuilt and the 
tooth again enshrined as an object of 
adoration. At present it is kept in a 
gold box wrapped in films from the 
sacred white spider's web. Sonbeliev- 
ers in the power of the sacred inde- 
structible tooth say that it is simply a 
molar of some extinct species of gigau- 
iic
